The time has come for the 
Didsbury landfill to be ex¬ 
panded due to the amount of 
trash that continues to fill 
it. 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Commission 
(MVRWC) is waiting for the 
Provincial budget to be an¬ 
nounced to know for sure if 
they will receive a half-a- 
million-dollars for the ex¬ 
pansion. 

When the Didsbury 
landfill was built last year, 
it was known that another 
phase would have to be built 
in the near future. Accord¬ 
ing to Neil Kivell, the Com¬ 
mission's CAO this was ex¬ 


pected. 

“That is normal progres¬ 
sion. We are pretty much on 
schedule,” Kivell said. “It’s 
the normal planning, it’s 
not urgent.” 

The landfill site is a 
dumping ground for the 
Mountain View County 
(MVC). The Didsbury 
landfill’s first phase in¬ 
cluded the initial set-up, 
road construction, and the 
construction of a small cell. 
Phase one was paid for us¬ 
ing a grant from Alberta 
Environment, which Kivell 
says will be the case in the 
second phase of the landfill 
site. 

“The Didsbury landfill is 
essential being built on Al¬ 


berta Environment grants,” 
said Kivell. 

Phase two of the landfill 
is estimated to cost 
$500,000, and is hoped to 
support the growth of the 
MVC. 

“The next one (phase) is 
a much larger cell that will 
last a couple of years. We 
take it (garbage) to this 
site. Anything from the 
County (comes to Didsbury), 
and we pick up County 
wide,” said Kivell. 

Phrase three is expected 
to take place is 2008. 

Prior to the Didsbury 
landfill site opening last 
year, the majority of trash 
was being hauled to the City 
of Calgary’s Spy Hill loca¬ 


tion. Hauling garbage that 
far of course costs money, 
due to wages and the 
amount of fuel which was 
being used. 

With the Didsbury 
landfill now serving the en¬ 
tire County, tipping fees for 
municipality have been able 
to be reduced from $67 per 
tonne to $50, which is a sub¬ 
stantial savings for many 
communities. 

The date for the start of 
construction isn’t known 
Kivell says. But, says he is 
hopeful the money is put in 
place this budget year so 
construction can start in 
the near future.

Didsbury landfill to expand 
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School board to face toughest budget year, yet 


Energy costs to put 
school division 
$900,000 in the hole 
by August

The Board of trustees for 
Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion (CESD) has some tough 
choices to make in the coming 
months, as they need to find as 
many areas as they can to hack 
the budget so they can pass a 
balanced budget by June. 

With hardly any reserves left 
to fall back onto, energy costs 
which continue to soar through 
the roof and limited funding 
coming from the government - 
CESD are expecting to face 
their tightest budget year, yet. 

For the past two years 
CESD have pulled over $4 mil¬ 
lion out of central office re¬ 
serves in an effort to pass a 
balanced budget, while still try¬ 
ing to maintain current serv¬ 
ices available to students. 

At the beginning of the 2004/ 
2005 school year CESD had 
nearly $2.7 million in reserves. 
Of that nearly $2.7 million 
only about $700,000 was held 
by central office with the re¬ 
maining $2 million being held 
by the various different schools 
within the school division. 

Reserves by the end of Au¬ 
gust are expected to reduce to 
$1.8 million, of which only 
$300,000 of that will be held 
centrally by the school board 
with the remaining $1.5 million 
being held by schools. 

Over the past few years 
CESD has seen an accumulated 
deficit in their operations and

maintenance (O&M) budget, 
which by the end of August is 
expected to see the school board 
nearly $1 million in the hole. 

“The Plant O&M budget is 
projected to have an accumu¬ 
lated deficit of almost $900,000 
by August 2005,” explained 
CESD Treasurer Susan Roy. 

“Without a significant in¬ 
crease in funding, the division 
will be faced with a decision - 
either further deficits in this 
budget, or a significant reduc¬ 
tion in services.” 

CESD has been trying to do 
everything possible to save 
money in terms of energy, such 
as starting up a division wide 
energy saving program, where 
classrooms that are not in use 
have their lights turned off, 
new schools are being built with 
‘green’ technology - such as 
using more natural light, and 
turning down the heat in the 
evening and weekend when stu¬ 
dents are not in classrooms. 

CESD Board Chairman. Roy 
Brassard, says that administra¬ 
tors are trying to do everything 
possible to reduce costs, espe¬ 
cially in the O&M side of 
things. 


“We just need to cut back in 
every area that we can,” 
Brassard said. “We have al¬ 
ready tried in our schools to 
make sure lights are turned off 
and thermostats are turned 
down.” 

CESD will also be entering 
into an energy contract start¬ 
ing in January with BP Energy, 
where they are expected to see 
a reduction of between 3.5 
cents and 4 cents per kilowatt 
hour. 

“We expect our electricity 
costs to decline by about 
$250,000 per year starting in 
January 2006. However, this 
won’t be enough savings to 
balance the O&M budget,” Roy 
added. 

Since it’s illegal for a school 
board to pass a budget with a 
deficit, the school board is re¬ 
quired by law to pass a balanced 
budget - which Roy says will 
require the shifting of funds to 
offset the $900,000 deficit in the 
O&M budget. 

“While the Plant O&M de¬ 
partment will have a deficit of 
almost $900,000, the division 
will still have an accumulated 
surplus. The deficit in O&M is 
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offset by surpluses in schools 
and in transportation,” Roy 
explained. 

Roy added that if there isn’t 
an increase in funding from 
Alberta Infrastructure - who 
fund the O&M budget - the re¬ 
maining central office reserves 
will most likely have to be used. 

“The portion of our reserves 
not committed to any school or 
department - $687,000, may 
need to be used to cover the 
deficit in Plant Operations and 
Maintenance, if this depart¬ 
ment is not appropriately 
funded by Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture,” Roy said. 

With CESD being one of the 
largest rural school divisions they 
have difficulties in terms of pro¬ 
viding programs to their high 
school students, besides the core 
subjects.“Our high school class 
sizes are small we have 11 high 
schools providing programs for 
2,338 grade 10-12 students. Just 


providing basic programs to these 
student’s results in class sizes 
that are well below the Learning 
Commission guidelines,” Roy said. 

The Learning Commission’s 
guideline is to have an average of 
27-28 high school students per 
class. In CESD the average 
number of students per high 
school class is 20.9. 

Having smaller class sizes in 
high schools pose a problem, ex¬ 
plained CESD Superintendent 
Jim Gibbons. 

Gibboas says that at times it is 
difficult to offer different programs 
- above the regular curriculum, to 
high school students with such 
small populations in their schools. 

In a meeting a few weeks ago 
between CESD officials and the 
Minister of Education, Gibbons 
says they explained to the Minis¬ 
ter the difficulty CESD has in of¬ 
fering their students different high 
school programs.

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“Health care costs paralyzing Province”, Oberg says

In twelve years time, if the 
Province continues increasing 
their health care costs in Al¬ 
berta at the pace that they are 
- Albertans will be shovelling 
out close to $25 billion to sup¬ 
port it. 

This number alarms Alber¬ 
ta’s Minister of Infrastructure 
and Transportation, saying 
that it’s the health care system, 
which is paralyzing other de¬ 
partments - like his own. 

“The things I have seen in 
health care in the last 12 years 
are truly scary. I am not talk¬ 
ing about quality. Your doctor 
today is as good as your doc¬ 
tor was 20 years ago, probably 
some of the highest class doc¬ 
tors in the world. We have 
some of the best health facili¬ 
ties in the world, but, our ac¬ 
cess to that can be limited. 
Oberg said. “When I was first 
elected in 1993 to government 
we were spending about $3.3 
billion a year on health care. 
We are now up close to $10 bil¬ 
lion - and that is (only) in a 
period of 12 years, and, that is 
fine because we have the 
money to do that. However add 
on another 12 years, and if it 
continues at those rates we are 
going to be up close to $23 to 
$25 billion dollars. But, the 
amount of money we have to 
take in is only about $25 bil¬ 
lion dollars.” 

Oberg was the featured 
guest speaker at Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills MLA Ri¬ 
chard Marz’s annual general 
meeting this past Saturday, 
April 2 at the Olds Legion. 

Oberg spoke of the health 
care system and what needs to 
be done, before turning over 
and speaking about the very 
expensive infrastructure and 
transportation system, Alberta 
also faces. 

Oberg says that Albertans 
need to sit down and figure out 
what they can do to change the 
way the health care system is 
currently run. 

“We have to decide now and 
in the next while - what are we 
going to do?” Oberg said. “I 
think these are some of the 
questions and dilemmas we 
have to have discussion on, 
otherwise health care is going 
to demise the lifestyle that we 
have. And, I believe that there 
are no ifs, ands, buts, or 
maybes - it’s going to occur. Ei¬ 
ther ‘A’ we are going to have 
to pay more taxes or ‘B’ we are 
going to have to do something 
else.” 

Oberg gave the scenario of 
a 70-year-old man who loves to 
golf each day, and is casually 
enjoying his retirement. The 
man comes up to the 18th hole 
of the golf course and has an 
ache in his hip, which is re¬ 
pairable by surgery in a hospi¬ 
tal. 

Oberg posed the question to 
the audience at Saturday’s 
AGM: “Should a man who has 
been paying income tax his en¬ 
tire life, have that service paid 
for? Or, should we be charging 
him for that service?” 

Despite, not knowing the 
answer to that problem, him¬ 
self, Oberg says that things 
need to change because Alberta 


can’t afford to have their 
health care costs climb by 
eight to 10 per cent each and 
every year. 

“We have to change how we 
do things. We have to change 
how we do health care,” Oberg 
said. “Health care is putting a 
big limit on what I do right 
now.” 

Alberta, now being debt free 
as of March 31, when the debt 
was officially paid off, spends 
more money than any other 
Province in Canada - even 
though we are only the fourth 
largest. 

“We are in a position where 
we spend more money than any 
other Province on a Per Capita 
basis,” Oberg explained. 

Because of the high costs of 
health care, Oberg says that 
it impacts the amount of 
money that all of the other de¬ 
partments get, such as his own 
- Infrastructure and Transpor¬ 
tation. 

“It all comes down to money. 
Sure, with oil at $57 for every 
barrel of oil, we have a lot of 
money - but I point back to 
what I said earlier - health care 
is eating up a lot of the dol¬ 
lars.” 

“There is more infrastruc¬ 
ture and transportation needs 
in the Province currently, than 
there are the dollars for,” 
Oberg said. 

One of the biggest issues, 
which would cost $2 to $3 bil¬ 
lion on its own, is the trans¬ 
portation needs of the City of 
Fort McMurray. 

Right now in Fort 
McMurray there are over $170 
billion worth of projects and 
companies on the go. In the 
next three to four years, Al¬ 
berta is estimating that an¬ 


other 30,000 workers are going 
to be needed up there. 

“The issue, quite simply, is 
that the limiting factor on 
growth in Fort McMurray is the 
transportation system. It’s how 
do you get people up there? 
What do you do?” Oberg said. 

Oberg says that the Province 
has set out an agenda to build 
sufficient roads up in Fort 
McMurray over the next decade, 
a time table which Oberg says 
isn’t sufficient. 

“(It’s impossible to wait that 
long...) we can’t do it over 10 
years. It has to be done consid¬ 
erably sooner.” 

Oberg says, that poses a 
problem. When one part of the 
Province generates so much 
money into Alberta’s economy, 
the Province still can’t just turn 
their back and forget about the 
failing infrastructure problems 
down south, such as in the lo¬ 
cal Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
riding. 

“How do we take $3 billion 
that should go to Fort 
McMurray because it’s a rev¬ 
enue generator, and, say we are 
just going to build roads up 
here. But, down here in south¬ 
ern Alberta - with roads that 
haven’t been built in 10 years 
you aren’t going to get your 
roads done. We can’t. What are 
we going to do? So, that is the 
dilemma that I am in. However, 
there are always solutions,” 
Oberg said. 

And, one of the solutions 
which Oberg supports is P’3s 
(public-private-partnerships). 
And, in fact the Province has 
already signed into a contract 
for the next 30 years to expand 
a highway from Edmonton west. 

The Province signed into a 
contract to construct the 


Anthony Hendy highway, 
which if it would have been 
paid for in one chunk would 
have cost close to $500 million 
dollars. 

The project has allowed 121 
lanes of highway to be con¬ 
structed and the project in¬ 
cluded building 25 bridges, 
which can cost an arm and a 
leg all on their own. 

“We did a design, build, fi¬ 
nance, and operating contract 
and for that we are paying $23 
million for the next 30 years. 
Most importantly we have 
taken all the risk side out of 
the upside of prices, because 
it’s a fixed contract. We have 
a 30 year warranty on that 
road,” Oberg said. 

Oberg says that if that 
project would have been paid 
for in one chunk, it would 
have limited his department’s 
budget for the next two years. 

“We probably would have 
had to put a lot of projects on 
hold for at least the next two 
years, if we wouldn’t have 
done a P3,” Oberg explained. 

“The point that I am lead¬ 
ing to is that it’s costing us 
$23 million a year. I think we 
have to make some serious de¬ 
cisions in Alberta when it 
comes to infrastructure and 
transportation about going 
out and borrowing some 
money and paying it off over a 
period of time.” 

“It is completely different 
than running a deficit, it’s 
completely different than the 
kind of debt we were in. The 
kind of debt we were in was 
operating, which meant you 
borrowed a billion dollars and 
you used it that year and then 
you had nothing to show for 
it," he said. “We have to start 


getting some of these roads, 
some of these building so that 
they are in a position to be used 
by us.” 

One of the local projects 
which Oberg says this type of 
funding may be used on is the 
Olds Community Campus, 
where plans are to build a high 
school on Olds College prop¬ 
erty and share the services to 
give students an advanced high 
school education. 

Oberg says now that Alberta 
is debt-free they need to sit 
down and make a long term 
plan that is going to benefit 
Albertans for generations to 
come. 

He says they can’t just blow 
the money, because they have 
it. They need to invest it smarty, 
so it can give them some kind 
of return in the future. 

“We are at a point where we 
have to decide what direction 
we want to go. 

We can’t just be kind of float¬ 
ing in never-never land. We are 
now debt free and now we have 
to see how we can start re-in¬ 
vesting. What do we want to 
invest in? How do we want to 
re-invent ourselves as a 
party?” Oberg said. 

Oberg encouraged all 
Albertans to talk to their local 
MLA’s if they have ideas about 
how Alberta can invest for the 
future. “Now, we have to make 
choices. How do we want to en¬ 
sure that your kids, and their 
kids, and my kids have a great 
future?” Oberg said. 

Following Oberg speaking 
the Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
PC Association held their 
AGM, which was closed to non¬ 
members, such as the media 
who don’t hold memberships in 
the party.

REPORT FROM THE LEGISLATURE 

New funding for school curriculum 
recognizes Alberta’s Centennial 


An additional $12.8 million 
in new monies will be allocated 
to Alberta’s Grades 1 to 12 
classrooms to purchase text¬ 
books and other classroom re¬ 
sources for the current and 
upcoming school years. The 
new funding will, in particu¬ 
lar, support the implementa¬ 
tion of a new social studies 
curriculum to begin in Septem¬ 
ber 2005, a timely recognition 
of Alberta’s Centennial year. 

The $12.8 million invest¬ 
ment will help assist teachers 
with classroom learning objec¬ 
tives and give school adminis¬ 
trators flexibility as they pre¬ 
pare for the introduction of the 
new school curriculum. 

The funds will be distrib¬ 
uted on a per-student basis, 
with all school boards and 
charter schools receiving 
funds with their March grant 
payments. Providing the funds 
on a per-student basis is in 
keeping with the flexibility of 
the new funding framework 
and allows school jurisdictions 
to plan for the best use of the 
new resource and textbook 


funds. Accredited and funded 
private schools in the province 
will also receive their share of 
this funding. 

The updated Social Studies 
program will include a greater 
focus on Canadian and Alberta 
history and focus on the core 
concepts of citizenship and iden¬ 
tity. The new program will en¬ 
sure that students are well in¬ 
formed about their province 
and country, and will help them 
to better understand the chal¬ 
lenges of a complex world. The 
government hopes the program 
will help provide opportunities 
for students to look at ideas, 
events and issues from multi¬ 
ple perspectives or multiple 
points of view, including 
Francophone and Aboriginal. 
The new curriculum will be 
gradually introduced through¬ 
out Grades 1 to 12, with a com¬ 
pletion date of September 2009. 

The new funding brings the 
total support for textbooks and 
other classroom resources to 
almost $33 million in the last 
two years, including the $20 
million provided to school ju¬ 


risdictions in 2003-04. This is 
the first major revision of the 
current K-12 Social Studies 
curriculum in over 20 years. 

Changes to the Insur¬ 
ance Act designed to better 
protect consumers 

Fulfilling commitments 
made as part of automobile in¬ 
surance reforms are the driv¬ 
ing force behind the Insurance 
Amendment Act, 2005. Bill 34 
was introduced March 21 by 
Peace River MLA, Frank 
Oberle. 

One of the amendments 
would see public insurers given 
access to sell auto insurance in 
Alberta. With this in mind, the 
government is following 
through on a commitment 
made last summer to allow 
BC’s ICBC, Saskatchewan’s 
SGI Insurance and Manitoba’s 
Public Insurance to enter the 
province’s competitive insur¬ 
ance market. The proposed 
change also means these com¬ 
panies must follow the same 
regulations as private insurers.

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Stephen Harper’s reaction

Stephen Harper’s reaction to 
the selection of two Progressive 
Conservative women for the 
Senate is in one sense expected 
hut in another surprising. 

As an anti-federalist who sup¬ 
ports the idea that Senators 
should be elected by provincial 
governments. Harper’s outrage 
is not suiprising. It is not sur¬ 
prising that he would find the 
selection of women, especially, 
women with concerns about the 
environment, human rights, the 
poor, and women’s rights, as "in¬ 
sulting.” These are not issues 
that are of central concern to the 
new Conservatives. 

What is surprising is that 
Harper has finally acknowledged 
the virtual elimination of Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative values 
from the new Conservative 
Party. Harper’s response to the 
women’s decision to sit as Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives was to 
characterize that party name as: 
“usually a euphemism now for 
people who support the Liberal 
Party federally.” Progressive 
Conservatives, if there are still 
some in the party, are obviously 
such as fringe element that they 


are invisible to the professional 
wing of the party. 

Many non-right-wing, mod¬ 
erate conservatives, saw the 
meiger as a strategy meant to 
destroy their influence in Cana¬ 
dian politics. Harper's assump¬ 
tion that this group is now 
firmly entrenched in the Liberal 
Party federally may be wishful 
thinking. 

With over 800,000 fewer 
votes for the new Conservative 
Party in the last election it is 
clear that many former Progres¬ 
sive Conservative voters tempo¬ 
rarily parked their votes with 
the liberals and other parties. 

The temporary nature of that 
decision is illustrated by the 
gradual movement of Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives to the Pro¬ 
gressive Canadian Party, a reg¬ 
istered federal party ready to 
promote traditional conserva¬ 
tive values of a strong federal 
government, a wariness of 
American intentions (appar¬ 
ently not shared by Liberals or 
Conservatives), fiscal conserva¬ 
tism, social order, and devotion 
to the common good of all Ca¬ 
nadians.

Being 
free from their business re¬ 
sponsibilities on Sundays 
allows them to be out with 
others doing as they choose, 
be it going to church or to 
visit friends, or to sports or 
whatever.

Thinking

“If you learn nothing else this 
year, learn to think”, taught my 
Grade 10 Social Studies teacher. 
The freedom to think and have 
individual thought respected is a 
privilege in a democratic society, 
whether or not that thought fits 
within the minority or majority 
on any given issue. Democracy, 
however, not only respects indi¬ 
vidual thought, it also respects the 
democratic will of the majority of 
the people. 

A classroom of Harvard stu¬ 
dents can hide smiles behind their 
hands when Premier Klein teaches 
them that the Greek meaning of 
the word “politics” is “people”, 
when, really it is the word “de¬ 
mocracy” that means “people”, 
but the harsh irony is that Pre¬ 
mier Klein and his Tory govern¬ 
ment do not care to govern Al¬ 
berta democratically.

A transportation report 
gives the Board ideas on 
where they could possibly 
cut routes or combine routes 
in an effort to save money. 

“We need to look at trans¬ 
portation and say, do we 
have routes we can combine 
or cut?” Johnson said. 

As soon as the Provincial 
budget is announced next 
month, Roy says that her¬ 
self and other administra¬ 
tors will work on putting 
together a draft budget to 
present to the Board. 

“CESD is currently re¬ 
viewing goals and objectives 
and setting priorities for 
2005/2006. We are also faced 
with a number of changes 
and initiatives from Alberta 
Education. Changes in cur¬ 
riculum, such as social stud¬ 


ies, and initiatives such as 
Daily Physical Activity and 
increased Second Lan¬ 
guages, will also be part of 
the planning processes,” she 
said. 

Brassard says that his 
Board needs to sit down and 
figure out what their top 
priorities are, and if cuts 
are needed start at the bot¬ 
tom and start making cuts 
until the budget is balanced. 

“We have very little re¬ 
serve on hand and although 
we haven’t finalized our 
budget by any means, it’s 
going to be very tight,” 
Brassard said. “It comes 
down to priorities. The bulk 
of our money goes directly 
to wages. What we can con¬ 
trol is the other expendi¬ 
tures.” 


“We wanted to point out 
to the Minister that we need 
some more help in those ar¬ 
eas. Red Deer public has two 
high schools and we have 
11. We just don’t have the 
economy or the scale. We are 
asking that the funding for¬ 
mula reflect that,” Gibbons 
explained. 

Another challenge which 
CESD is going to experience 
in the coming weeks when 
they sit down to discuss the 
budget is the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment’s desire to imple¬ 
ment second languages into 
schools. 

The government plans to 
introduce a variety of sec¬ 
ond languages into schools 
ranging from Spanish to 
Japanese to Mandarin to of 
course French. 

Gibbons says the problem 
with this is students who 
transfer into the division. 
Some students may have 
taken Japanese but if the 
CESD school this student 
attends only offers Spanish 
what is this student to do. 

“We tried to explain to the 
Minister that somethings 
were coming at us a little 
too fast, such as the second- 
language implementation. 
It’s fine to implement a sec¬ 
ond language like French or 
Spanish, but when you get 
a student transferring to 
our school where they have 
been studying Mandarin for 
four years, how do we ac¬ 
commodate that?” Gibbons 
said. 

With the introduction of 
SuperNet in the Province, 
there are plans to teach stu¬ 
dents in smaller schools 
through the use of video 
conferencing. 

However, Gibbons says 
that the Province needs to 
time the introduction of cer¬ 
tain programs with the 
speed that technology is go¬ 
ing. 

SuperNet has not yet 
been introduced in most 
CESD schools. 

Car stair s-Cremona-Mid¬ 
way Trustee for CESD Gord 
Johnson says he is commit¬ 
ted to looking at cutting 
from the education side as 
the very last resort. 

“There are nine of us on 
the Board. I am one. I am 
not willing to start cutting 
at instruction,” Johnson 
said, at a Report to the Com¬ 
munity meeting last month. 

Johnson isn’t sure what 
the Board is going to be able 
to cut from their $82 mil¬ 
lion budget, but says it’s 
going to be a very complex 
and stressful job to under¬ 
take for him and the other 
Board members. 

“What it means is that we 
are going to have to make 
some very, very touch deci¬ 
sions very, very soon. But in 
a division where, ‘Student’s 
Come First,’ you can’t just 
start whacking the budget 
wherever,” Johnson added. 

“The very, very last thing 
we look at is education. We 
want to keep the level of 
service where it currently 
is.”

The Bergthal and Com¬

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From Grades one to nine, sometimes alone, sometimes 
with a sibling or two, I rode horseback to Ferrybank, a 
country school west of Ponoka. 

Add Vacation Bible School and a few sport and social 
functions and we have about three thousand five hun¬ 
dred trips to and from the school. 

There had to have been hundreds of ordinary routine 
days in there but in my memory every trip was an event 
and my horse and I were part of an ongoing grand ad¬ 
venture. There was so much to see, so many changes to 
watch for, every day brought new sights, sounds, smells 
and even dangers, some real, some imaginary. 

Part of our regular route to school was a mile of barely 
navigable, ungraded road allowance. We called this the 
school section road and it was perfect for horse travel, 
a narrow dirt road bordered with buck brush and pussy 
willows. In places big poplar trees met overhead mak¬ 
ing lovely cool shady spots and there were places where 
sloughs touched the roadside making nice big puddles 
that had to be skirted or waded depending upon the sea¬ 
son. A flock of ducks taking off from the slough or a 
partridge exploding from a thicket could startle a school 
pony enough to unseat a kid and when I was quite small 
I had a horse that would plod sedately on the straighta¬ 
way and then race madly around corners so that I fell 
off at least once a day. 

In winter the road would sometimes drift in so badly 
that our one horse trail would plug up and we would 
have to go around by the main road. 

This was fun in that we had the companionship of 
other kids but our horses were unused to competition 
and were inclined to insist on leading the pack. This 
occasionally led to fights and runaways so as soon as 
our road was open we went back to our usual route. 

In Spring there would be a few weeks of marvelous 
runoff when the ride to school included fording small 
swift streams, cracking through ice in the shallow 
sloughs, stopping at the gravel pit to explore the lovely 
big pools of water, watching water boil through the cul¬ 
verts and often coming home soaked to the skin and 
with boots full of water. This was the time to make a 
trip to the Ferrybank Canyon where the most daring 
among us crossed the canyon inching along on a big 
fallen tree while torrents of icy water foamed beneath 
our feet and huge spring snowflakes drifted passed our 
faces. 

As Spring progressed and green returned to our little 
world we watched new leaves form on the black birch, 
balm trees and quivering aspen. I still find the smell of 
new leaves and spring rain utterly intoxicating. By this 
time we had finished taking Mom bunches of pussy wil¬ 
lows and were starting to collect buttercups and vio¬ 
lets. While our horse cropped new green grass at the 
roadside we climbed through barbed wire fences and 
scouted for flowers. Getting back on your horse with¬ 
out ruining your bouquet was a challenge and some¬ 
times the buttercups, buffalo beans or roses were a bit 
bedraggled by the time we got home but Mom thanked 
us anyway and revived them with water. 

At this time of year when I see water flowing through 
culverts and creeks starting to run I become very nos¬ 
talgic for the school section road. By now it has prob¬ 
ably been graded and graveled and become a thorough¬ 
fare but in my memory it’s still an oasis of peace and 
calm and so cool and quiet that I hear a meadowlark in 
the distance and robins staking out nest sites. I hear 
the sounds of my pony’s hoof beats on the dirt road and 
water rushing through a culvert and into a creek. I can 
smell green grass and new leaves, feel sun on my face 
and my horse moving beneath me. 

I’m probably late for school. I don’t seem to be too 
worried about it.

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 


Our visit to the Share 
guesthouse in Prague 


Dear Family and 
friends, 

Since we were staying at 
the Share guesthouse in 
Prague, each morning of the 
Librarian’s conference I had 
to take the tram and the bus 
to the hotel where most of 
the people attending the con¬ 
ference were staying. It 
snowed every night so get¬ 
ting out into the cold to 
catch the tram was bracing. 
There were special buses at 
the hotel to take us to the 
International School where 
the conference was being 
held. The International 
School looked to be less than 
10 years old. It was a beau¬ 
tiful building, modern, light, 
with lots of space. I was 
only a bit envious. Each of 
the classrooms that I was in 
had TVs, VCRs, DVD play¬ 
ers, and computer connec¬ 
tions for projecting onto a 
screen. The library is large, 
lots of open space, lots of 
computers, bright colors 
and new books. One other 
librarian at the conference 
made the comment that it 
seemed liked all of the books 
were brand new, never used. 
I am sure they were used but 
I did not see any old, old 
books like we have at 
Hillcrest. 

There were librarians 
from all over the world at 
the conference. Most were 
from Europe but there were 
several from Africa, the 
Middle East, North America 
and Asia. There were four 
well-known children’s au¬ 
thors who gave seminars 
and sold and autographed 
their books. We spent two 
and a half days going to 
various seminars, meeting 
other librarians and talking 
with the different vendors 
and booksellers. I enjoyed 
the challenge, learned a lot 
and got to meet some nice 
people. 


After three days like that 
I always feel like I have in¬ 
formation overload. We hear 
so much but don’t really 
have time to process it be¬ 
fore we go on to another 
seminar and get more infor¬ 
mation. 

I am still sorting through 
what I learned, to see how I 
could use it at Hillcrest. 

By Saturday both Janet 
and I had bad colds. Janet 
didn’t go to the conference 
banquet at the Marriott be¬ 
cause she was feeling poorly. 
We packed things up so that 
we would be ready to leave 
the next day. Janet attended 
the conference sessions Sun¬ 
day morning while Dan 
went to church and met the 
Doyles, who were attending 
a different conference in 
Prague. Sunday afternoon 
we were given a ride to the 
airport. We left Prague with 
a temperature of 0 C and 
arrived the next morning in 
Abuja at 5:30 with the tem¬ 
perature + 28 C —another 
shock to the system!! The 


driver met us at the airport 
and we went into Abuja to 
drop him and buy fuel. 

By 9:30 we were back safe 
and sound in Jos. We really 
thank God for safety in all 
of our travels. 

We came back feeling con¬ 
fident that the anticipated 
move to Hungary is defi¬ 
nitely what God wants for 
us next. 

It continues to be hot and 
dry here. One evening, after 
7:00 p.m., it was still over 
90 degrees F. in the house 
and only cooled off to about 
80 degrees by bedtime. It 
has made it difficult to sleep 
some nights. A cold shower 
just before bed and the fan 
really helped to make it tol¬ 
erable. 

Janet is very busy in the 
library putting things on 
line. Dan is busy selling 
things. Please continue to 
pray for us, that we will fin¬ 
ish strong and well.

DIDSBURY AND DISTRICT FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Up and Down the Fireman’s Ladder 


Did you ever wonder 
how and where 
Lionism began and 
who started the ball 
rolling? 

Where it all began - 
An Insurance man, 
Melvin Jones by name 
was a member of a 
business club in Chi¬ 
cago, Ill. in the early 
1900’s. The club was 
dedicated to the fur¬ 
therance of business 
concerns and Melvin 
was an active member. 
It occurred to him that 
the horizons of the club 
could be expanded to 
include the betterment 
of the community and 
not just for business 
purposes. The idea 
went further, why 
could this not be 
worldwide? The idea 
caught on and the 12 
men in the original 
group held an organi¬ 
zational, meeting on 
June 7, 1917. Later on 
that year they called 
for a convention to be 
held in Dallas Texas. 
By the time of the con¬ 
vention there were 22 
clubs in existence. The 
ideals of the club began 
to form at the conven¬ 
tion. An important one 
was then formed that 
no member should use 
the club to promote his 
business or turn a 
profit. It is still a rule 
today. From the begin¬ 
ning there is now a 
membership of about 
1.4 million in 193 coun¬ 
tries around the world. 

Have you ever ad¬ 
mired a ship in a bot¬ 
tle? Within the Lions 
International bottle 
there are several ships. 
One of these is the 
LCIF. LCIF stands for 
Lions Clubs Interna¬ 
tional Foundation. It 
began in 1968 as a be¬ 
nevolent arm of 
Lionism to function on 
a worldwide footing 
wherever great need is 
present. It receives no 
dues but exists on the 
donations from world¬ 
wide clubs such as our 
own. To date LCIF has 
awarded over 342 mil¬ 
lion US dollars to pro¬ 
vide clinics, hospitals, 
vocational training, 
food, clothing and more 
to victims of natural 
disasters and oppres¬ 
sion. The primary goal 
of LCIF is to fight 
blindness, particularly 
in undeveloped areas. 
In the “Sight First” 
program relief is pro¬ 
vided from cataracts 
trachoma, river blind¬ 
ness, diabetic retinopa¬ 
thy and glaucoma. Our 
own club has a banner 
we sometimes display 
citing the fact we have 
sponsored a clinic for 
the treatment of blind¬ 
ness in India. Lately 


the focus of LCIF has 
been to bring relief to 
the victims of the tsu¬ 
nami. The money sup¬ 
plied by Lionism 
through the LCIF 
topped 2.2 million dol¬ 
lars. Some of that has 
been supplied by our 
club. In so many of the 
world’s relief programs 
administration eats up 
the lion’s share ( no 
pun intended) and can 
run to over 75%. In 
LCIF the administra¬ 
tion cost total about 
10.5%, an astound- 
ingly low figure for a 
volunteer organiza¬ 
tion. Lions crusade 
against blindness was 
not new in 1968. In¬ 
spired by Helen Kellar 
in 1925 Lions made 
blindness one of their 
primary concerns.

Perhaps that’s 
an indication of the 
average age of the club. 
No need to talk about 
the food, it was superb 
as usual when Laura is 
in the kitchen. Dan 
Butler did a fine job on 
the dance music too. 
All in all wouldn’t you 
say it was a success? 
Did we make any 
money? Don’t know, 
maybe, but not much. 

Bonspiel. Another 
great event. The draw 
was full with sixteen 
rinks. There were good 
contributions from 
some town businesses 
and some individuals. 
Thanks from the club. 
Kitchen was slow on 
Friday night but 
picked up on Saturday.

Congratu¬ 
lations and thanks to 
all who participated.

Other proposed changes 
to the Act include: 

Clarification that the 
all comers rule applies only 
to insurance for private pas¬ 
senger vehicles; 

Making sure insurers 
are members of the General 
Insurance Ombud Service to 
facilitate disputes that may 
occur with a driver’s auto¬ 
mobile premium; 

Outlining that insur¬ 
ance companies are not en¬ 
titled to compensation for 
revenue losses caused by 
government’s premium 
freeze; 

Allowing a term or 
condition to be put on an in¬ 
surer's licence at any time 
during the term of the li¬ 
cence; and 

Permitting the Super¬ 
intendent of Insurance to 
issue interpretive guidelines 
to assist with more effective 
regulation of the industry. 

Partnership Funds 
Drive Rural Transporta¬ 
tion Projects 

Rural communities will 
benefit from $9.75 million to 
be directed towards 34 
transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture projects announced to¬ 
day through the Infrastruc¬ 
ture Canada-Alberta Pro¬ 
gram (ICAP>. The projects 
are designed to improve 
transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture in rural communities 
across Alberta and increase 
community safety, which are 
ICAP priorities. 

The new transportation 
infrastructure projects, an¬ 
nounced on March 22, 2005, 
will improve overall Alberta 
community traffic manage¬ 
ment, public transport, com¬ 
mercial vehicle operations, 
emergency response man¬ 
agement and vehicle safety, 
thereby sustaining economic 
growth and supporting a 
better quality of life for 
Albertans and their commu¬ 
nities. 

Featured in the announce¬ 
ment is the Smoky Lake 
County access road upgrades 
expected to increase tourism 
to nearby Hanmore Lake 
and Sunrise Beach. The 
Town of Okotoks will also 
implement upgrades and ex¬ 
tensions to their pathway 
trail system to increase rec¬ 
reational opportunities. The 
Municipal District of North¬ 
ern Lights District No. 22 
will also install a bridge cul¬ 
vert and corrugated steel 
pipes along Lovlin Road. 

To date, 677 projects have 
been announced in Alberta 
under this partnership pro¬ 
gram. With these projects, 
ICAP has exceeded its tar¬ 
get of directing at least $508 
million in federal, provincial 
and municipal funding to¬ 
ward municipal infrastruc¬ 
ture in urban and rural com¬ 
munities across the prov¬ 
ince. 

In Alberta, ICAP is imple¬ 
mented by Western Eco¬ 


nomic Diversification 
Canada and Alberta Infra¬ 
structure and Transporta¬ 
tion, and is administered by 
a joint secretariat. The fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments together will invest 
$3.1 million toward the 
$9.75 million announced to¬ 
day. The proponents will in¬ 
vest the remaining $6.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

The ICAP Management 
Committee approves the 
projects and is composed of 
representatives from the 
governments of Canada and 
Alberta, the Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association 
(AUMA) and the Alberta 
Association of Municipal 
Districts and Counties 
(AAMD&C). 

The Infrastructure 
Canada-Alberta Program 
agreement was signed Oct. 
10, 2000. Federal funding 
for ICAP was provided for in 
the February 2005 federal 
budget. 

Amendments to Mu¬ 
nicipal Government Act 
give municipalities addi¬ 
tional revenue tools 

The Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Amendment Act , 2005 


will give municipalities ad¬ 
ditional tools for revenue 
generation to help them ad¬ 
dress the needs of their resi¬ 
dents. Bill 28 was intro¬ 
duced in the Legislature on 
March 16 by Rob Renner, 
Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs. The Bill proposes the 
following amendments to the 
act: 

Community revitaliza¬ 
tion levy 

The levy will help munici¬ 
palities encourage invest¬ 
ment and redevelopment in 
specific districts that need 
this help. With provincial 
approval the municipality 
would maintain fixed prop¬ 
erty tax assessments for all 
properties in a revitalization 
district for up to 20 years, 
limiting regular property 
taxes for school and munici¬ 
pal purposes from the area. 
However, as redevelopment 
occurs and the assessed 
value of property in the tar¬ 
get area rises, a special levy 
would be collected on the 
increased property values. 
The revenue from this spe¬ 
cial levy would be put in a 
separate fund to repay the 
municipality for its infra¬

other redevelopment expen¬ 
ditures in the target area. 

Community aggregate 
payment levy 

This will give municipali¬ 
ties the authority to pass 
bylaws to collect a levy from 
sand and gravel operators to 
help address the impacts of 
sand and gravel production. 
The maximum levy rate will 
be determined by Ministerial 
regulation. 

The proposed amendment 
stems from recommenda¬ 
tions of a task force involv¬ 
ing representatives from in¬ 
dustry and the Alberta As¬ 
sociation of Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts and Counties. 

Crown lease assess¬ 
ments 

This amendment will en¬ 
sure consistent taxation 


rules are applied regardless 
of the location of a Crown- 
leased property. As a result, 
business, farm and housing 
leases will be assessed for 
taxation. 

However, any 

campground, day use area 
or other facility in a provin¬ 
cial park or recreation area 
operated under a facility 
operation or service con¬ 
tract will continue to be ex¬ 
empt from assessment. 

Assessment of linear 
properties (telecommunica¬ 
tions systems, electric power 
transmission systems, 
wells, pipelines, and street 
lighting systems). 

These amendments will 
address current differences 
between the provincial as¬ 
sessment process for linear 
property and the municipal 
property assessment proc¬ 
ess.

Minister Oberg 
suggests 
‘civil unions’ 
be offered to 
gays

Lyle Oberg, Alber¬ 
ta’s Minister of Infra¬ 
structure and Trans¬ 
portation, says that if 
the Province can’t win 
their right to use the 
not-withstanding- 
clause in their fight 
against the federal gov¬ 
ernment in the legali¬ 
zation of same-sex-mar- 
riages, maybe they 
should offer ‘civil un¬ 
ions,’ to homosexuals. 

Oberg was present 
at Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA Rich¬ 
ard Marz’s annual gen¬ 
eral meeting this past 
Saturday, April 2 in 
Olds, where he voiced 
his opinions and con¬ 
cerns. 

The Tories, espe¬ 
cially Premier Ralph 
Klein, has been quizzed 
over and over about his 
stance on same-sex 
marriage and what his 
party plans to do with 
the issue, which a large 
percentage of Albertans 
appears to be against. 

The topic came up at 
last Saturday’s meet¬ 
ing when Olds’ resident 
and business owner Ed 
Hildebrand, asked 
Oberg what his govern¬ 
ment’s stance is, be¬ 
cause Hildebrand him¬ 
self wants the defini¬ 
tion of marriage pro¬ 
tected. 

"Marriage has to be 
kept between a man 
and a woman to the ex¬ 
clusion of all others. If 
they want to call it 
something else, I have 
no problem with that,” 
Hildebrand said. 

Oberg, however, 
says that before offer¬ 
ing homosexuals the 
right to have a civil 
union, his government 
is committed to push¬ 
ing the not-withstand- 
ing-clause as far as 
they possibly can. 

“I think we have to 
keep the not-with- 
standi ng-clause in. 
Even if it’s a one-per¬ 
cent chance. But, we 
have to have a fall¬ 


back position and I 
think that may be civil 
unions,” Oberg said. 

According to Oberg 
the Province’s lawyers 
have told them that 
their chances of using 
the not-withstanding- 
clause in this case, will 
most likely be quashed. 
Oberg says this is why 
it’s important for the 
government to have a 
back-up plan - civil un¬ 
ions. 

“I am not a lawyer; 
I am not a constitu¬ 
tional lawyer. Consti¬ 
tutional lawyers are 
telling us that we can’t 
do it. There is no prob¬ 
lem saying in our law 
that we will continue 
to use the not-with- 
stand clause (essen¬ 
tially not allowing 
same-sex marriage). 
And, if it comes to 
court challenge then 
we try it, and maybe 
we are going to win, 
maybe we are not. But, 
I think we also need to 
have a back-up plan,” 
Oberg said. 

Despite, marriage 
being the responsibil¬ 
ity of the Province’s if 
the government decides 
to refuse gay and les¬ 
bian couples to pur¬ 
chase marriage li¬ 
censes, Oberg says they 
could get themselves 
into some hot water. 

“The courts have 
said (we have to offer 
them (homosexuals) 
the opportunity to 
marry) because it is 
discriminatory to the 
gay couples. But, if we 
can provide something 
like a civil union, 
which has the same le¬ 
gal rights as a mar¬ 
riage, can we get 
around it? And, I think 
that is something that 
we have to take a very 
serious look at,” 
Oberg added. 

The Province of Que¬ 
bec, according to 
Oberg, has done away 
with marriage completely 
and switched to civil unions 
completely, allowing all cou¬ 
ples to marry.

QUESTION: My husband drinks a lot but it doesn't af¬ 
fect him very badly. It is amazing just how much he can 
drink without getting dead drunk. Does that mean he isn’t 
an alcoholic? 

I)R. DOBSON: I m afraid you are describing a telltale 
characteristic of alcoholism. Let me turn to a physician who 
specializes in treating alcoholics. I asked him to describe 
the early symptoms that family members should look for. 
Dr. Simpson said: 

"The first red flag is a 'tolerance' for alcohol. The person 
finds he has to drink more to achieve the same result. He 
calls this being able to 'hold his liquor' -- a status symbol 
around the world. In reality, it is a danger signal indicating 
a chemical adjustment has been made. 

"Second, a person reaches a place where he doesn't want 
to talk about his drinking anymore. He knows he is con¬ 
suming more alcohol than other people, and he wants to 
avoid all reference to it. This begins a process of denial that 
may be with him for years to come. 

"Third, the person begins to experience blackouts. By that 
I mean that he has brief periods of amnesia that lengthen as 
time goes by. What is happening is that the brain's record¬ 
ing cells aren't remembering what is being said and done. 

"Furthermore, it's a low-dose phenomenon: It happens 
after one or two drinks. I'm not referring to the process of 
being stone drunk from the anesthetic effects of great quan¬ 
tities of alcohol. Instead, the person thinks back on the pre¬ 
vious night and says, 'Gee! I can't remember a doggone thing 
after that second drink.' It's a scary experience. 

"Fourth, the person begins to notice that he can’t con¬ 
sistently predict how much he's going to drink once he starts. 
To me, this is the key feature of alcoholism and constitutes 
the definition of the disease. It occurs when an individual is 
constantly drinking more than he intended because he can't 
help it. He sits down to have a beer and wakes up the next 
afternoon. 

"It may be hard for people to believe, but alcoholics don't 
drink to get drunk. They merely want to have a drink or 
two. That's why they can swear they'll never get drunk again, 
and mean it. They have no intention of breaking that prom¬ 
ise. Nevertheless, they sit down to have a drink with a friend 
and bingo, it's morning." 

Let me share with you the words of Pauline, the spouse, 
and Bob, the alcoholic, about their experience with this family 
nightmare. 

"I couldn't count the times Bob promised he would never 
drink again. That must be the most frustrating part of the 
experience, having Bob look me straight in the eye and tell 
me he’s through — really done with bingeing. He'd say, Tve 
seen how it hurts you and the kids, and I've had it. I prom¬ 
ise you that I'll never do it again!' Then in a day or two he 
was dead drunk. I thought he was lying to me. How could 
he love me and lie so many times to my face? But he wasn't 
lying. He couldn’t keep his promise. Bob thought he could 
whip this problem with willpower. It's like trying to stop 
diarrhea by making up your mind to do so." 

We asked Bob to express what he was feeling during this 
period of repeated failure. He said he was confused by his 
inability to overcome the habit. "I thought the problem might 
be vodka, so I switched to scotch, and then bourbon. Then I 
tried meditation. Nothing worked. I tried a dozen approaches 
to control my drinking, but I always went back to it. Then 
I tried covering it up. I carried a bottle of Binaca in my 
pocket and always had a green tongue. 

"I drank for six months without Pauline ever knowing it. 
Every Saturday morning she would wash her hair and then 
sit under a noisy hair dryer for a half-hour. I could hardly 
wait for her to get preoccupied because 1 had a fifth of vodka 
in the cupboard. 1 would race in and get a can of Fresca 
from the refrigerator, pour half of it down the drain, and (ill 
the other half with vodka. Then I'd drink it in front of the 
television set with a halo around my head. You really have 
to be calculating to hide a drinking problem from those you 
live with. This went on for months. You see, I was addicted 
to a drug and was completely unaware of it."

“I’ve been 
asked several times what 
makes the Didsbury show so 
successful,” says Co-Chair 
Kathleen Windsor. “I’ve 
been asked by other commu¬ 
nities, agricultural socie¬ 
ties, and Chambers, ‘what’s 
your secret?’,” she adds, 
“and I’m pretty sure there’s 
not just one answer.” 

Didsbury’s success has a 
lot to do with the high pro¬ 
file nature of this type of 
event. It also has to do with 
timing, and location. But 
there is another force at 
work. The Didsbury Trade 
Show reflects the maturity 
and confidence of a strong 
team of people who work at 
making the event success¬ 
ful. 

There are about ten peo¬ 
ple on the Trade Show com¬ 
mittee - each head up their 
own sub-committees. We 
have calculated these jobs 
encompass approximately 
420 volunteer hours. Using 
a minimum hourly rate of 
$7 00, this equates to a do¬ 
nation of almost $3,000. 


And that doesn’t include the 
volunteer hours posted by 
the Didsbury Lions, Scouts, 
grad students or 4-H Club. 
It doesn’t include volunteer 
hours chocked up by Town 
staff, exhibitors in Volun¬ 
teer Village, or other non¬ 
profit exhibitors. It doesn’t 
include some of our enter¬ 
tainers, hosts, booth judges 
... the list goes on and on! 
“Now that’s an economic 
impact!”, says Windsor. 

Of course, to prepare a 
true economic impact re¬ 
port, you need statistics 
gathered and survey results 
analyzed. While that data 
is not available for the 
Didsbury Trade Show, it has 
been collected from other 
shows. Two quite different 
formulas both result in the 
same conclusion. The eco¬ 
nomic impact of the 
Didsbury Trade Show to the 
area is in excess of $60,000! 
The average wage earner’s 
annual salary is half that, 
and the Trade Show brings 
this to town in just two 
days! 

Besides the financial ben¬ 
efit to our community 
through direct sales in lodg¬ 
ing, food establishments, 
grocery or fuel purchases, 
and so on, the Chamber of 
Commerce itself contributes 
to the community. As with 
any organization, there are 
benefits to membership. The 
Trade Show provides the 
operating capital necessary 
to manage the Chamber of

With this advantage, 
the members of the Chamber 
retain more revenues in the 
community, which perpetu¬ 
ates the economic develop¬ 
ment of tomorrow. 

The quality of service ex¬ 
tends beyond the event and 
into the community with a 
significant financial legacy 
that impacts not only local 


and regional business, but 
also local government. 

“The entire community 
has become ambassadors for 
our success,” says Windsor. 
“The Chamber is proud to 
play a leadership role.”

When Rob Russell headed 
out west to Alberta in 1980, 
little did he know he was 
taking the country road. A 
family man minding his own 
business driving a truck and 
raising daughters. The 
Christmas his wife Wanda 
gave him a guitar as a gift, 
his dreams of playing and 
singing as a boy in New¬ 
foundland started to become 


reality. 

A natural musician, it 
wasn’t long until he met 
other musicians who shared 
his natural easy style, and 
his band was formed. Writ¬ 
ing and performing tradi¬ 
tional country favourites as 
well as his own original com¬ 
positions, he commenced his 
foray into the undiscovered 
wilderness of professional 
music-making. 

The strength and purity of 
Russell’s voice just shines 
on the 2004 release of his 
first single, “Can’t You See”, 
a remake of Marshall Tucker 
Band’s hit from the ’70s. 
Here’s a man who can take 
a tune and make it his own, 
putting a contemporary spin 
on it for today’s radio play.

Gigs and accolades began 


to gather from rodeos and 
festivals to showcases and 
saloons. Russell’s reputa¬ 
tion as a rising country mu¬ 
sic artist continues to im¬ 
pact the local country mu¬ 
sic scene and beyond, as 
word spreads of his down- 
to-earth nature and easy 
way with a country melody. 

Spring 2005 marks the 
long-awaited debut release 
of Rob Russell’s first re¬ 
cording. The single off his 
self-titled CD already at¬ 
tracting attention is 
“Guardian Angel”. The 
song captures the essence of 
this welcome new voice. A 
voice that can rock a song 
with power and strength, 
but then, with a quiet grace 
and rare honesty, offer up a 
tender tune that tugs at the 
heartstrings.

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Trade Show Through the Years 


Well, it might not be 100 years 
old, but the Didsbury Trade Show 
is celebrating a birthday of its own 
- its 20 ,h ! 

A little bit of research shows 
the show in 1985 didn’t just show¬ 
case businesses, but also put on a 
pretty good entertainment pack¬ 
age for the spectators, with a pup¬ 
pet show and a bobcat rodeo! 

Exhibitors in the early years 
included Cowan & Moore Farm 
Equipment, Ed Nolin Chev-Olds, 
Don’s World Travel, Franz’s Weld¬ 
ing, Mountain View Sports, Foun¬ 
tain Tire, RPM, the Credit Union 
and Treasury Branch - names 
still prominent in Didsbuiy; busi¬ 
nesses still trade show partici¬ 
pants. Back then, the Trade Show 
was called the ‘June Jamboree’. 
“It moved from June to April for 
the convenience of farmers and 
agriculture businesses,” says one¬ 
time committee member, Duke 
Moreau. “They are so busy in 
June. It proved a real success with 
the people.” 

Over the years the committees 
have tried lots of things to attract 
people. “About 1988 we started the 
entertainment portion,” says 
Grant Hemming, long-time 


soundman with the Trade Show. 
“I recall the stage being on the 
north bleachers at centre ice, then 
on the south end of the small ice 
with the fiddlers jamboree, the 
concession, and some booths.” 

Some attractions were bigger 
than others. “The year Ian Tyson 
was booked was a great initiative, 
and created fond memories,” said 
Claude Baril, chairman of the 
trade show in the mid-90s. “But 
not very successful,” adds Moreau 
with a smile. Duke preferred to 
remember the year the Calgary 
Stampeders were in to sign auto¬ 
graphs. 

“The Kids BINGO was popu¬ 
lar,” adds Moreau, “and of course 
the Art Show on Saturday.” 

Over the years, the trade show 
has grown considerably. “1994 was 
the first year we opened up the 
Curling Rink for exhibits,” says 
Baril. “We needed more space to 
hold Parkland Agri Services, and 
RVs for larger attractions.” 

Now the Curling Rink is home 
to an expanded two-day Art Show 
& Sale, Volunteer Village, and the 
demonstrations stage, introduced 
in 2004 as an experiment. 

In the first years, booths cost 


$90, with extra charges for power, 
tables and chairs. In 1987, the 
Chamber saw a net revenue from 
the Trade Show of almost $1,200 
but struggled financially. 

“When we became involved,” 
says Moreau, “the Chamber was 
losing money. We looked after all 
the [trade show] bills and made 
sure the booth sales covered the 
expenses.” Now the income gen¬ 
erated from the trade show keeps 
the Chamber afloat, and allows for 
a ten-hour a week part-time em¬ 
ployee. 

“We’ve enjoyed working with 
the Trade Show,” says Hemming. 
“It’s the people who volunteer 
their time that makes it such a 
success now.” 

“We got a real sense of accom¬ 
plishment,” adds Moreau, “and 
learned something every year.” 

Greg Poirier, Co-Chair of this 
year’s Trade Show committee 
agrees. “When you have a great 
committee, people who come with 
new ideas, it’s a lot of fun.” 

Baril sums it up this way. “The 
whole community has embraced 
it. Everyone looks forward to it. 
A legacy has been established - a 
legacy for us to be proud of.”
